AWARD 

The Central Government, being of opinion that an industrial dispute exists 
between the employers hi relation to the management of East Bhaggatdih 
Colliery, Post Office Jharia, District Dhanbad and their workmen, by its order 
No. 2|70|70-LR~II dated 14-10-1970 referred to this Tribunal under S. 10(1) (d) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 for adjudication the dispute in respect of 
the matters specified in the schedule annexed thereto. The schedule is extracted 
below:

1. “Whether the management of East Bhaggatdih Colliery, Post Office Jharia, 
District Dhanbad are justified In dismissing their workman Shrl J, p. Singh, 
Overman from service with effect from the 4th February, 19707 If not, to what 
relief Is the workman entitled?

2. Employers as well as the workmen filed their statement of demands. 

3. The Reference has two issues, dismissal of J. P. Singh, overman and 
stoppage of work of Naim Mian and 9 other workmen. In respect of these two 
issues the employers have taken legal objections. As regards dismissal of J. P. 
Singh it is stated that no dispute in the matter has ever been raised with the 
employers by the workmen in the establishment or even by the affected work- 
man. With reference to the stoppage of work of Naim Mian and 9 others it 
is pleaded that it is an individual dispute and not an industrial dispute as it does 
not have the backing of a substantial number of workmen in the establishment; 
and that the affected workmen had never taken up the matter with the manage- 
ment so that it could become a dispute. On merits the case of the employers 
Is that J. P. Singh was dismissed for proved misconduct in accordance with the 
certified standing orders of the colliery after holding a proper domestic enquiry 
and that Naim Main and 9 others had no regular employment under the 
management and that they were only apprentices. The workmen were repre- 
sented by Shrl S, P. Singh, Secretary, Khan Mazdoor Congress and the em- 
ployer's by Shri B. P. Dabrol. Chief Personnel Officer. On admission by the 
workmen. Exts. Ml to M30 for the employers and on admission by the em- 
ployers, Exts. W1 to W.8 for the workmen were marked. On behalf of the 
employers a witness was examined and Exts. M31 to M36 were marked. On 
behalf of the workmen 10 witnesses were examined and Exts. W. 9 to W. 14 
were marked,

4. I should like to deal with the legal objection raised by the employers as it 
touenes the jurisdiction of this Tribunal to entertain the reference, The objec- 
tion is that no uispute was raised by the affected workman for substantial 
number 01 workmen of the colliery in respect of both the issues involved in the 
reference before it was raised with the Conciliation Officer, Assistant Labour 
Commissioner(C), Dhanbad-il. In support of the proposition of law that the 
appropriate Government had no competency to make the reference when the 
affected workmen or the union representing them had not raised the dispute 
with the employers before it was raised with the Conciliation Officer, the latest 
decision is of the Supreme Court in Sindhu Resettlement Corporation Ltd. V 
Industrial Tribunal, Gujarat and others (1968-1 L.J, 834). This decision has 

been further clarified by the Delhi High Court in F.L. Corporation (P) Ltd. V 
Union of India (1970— Lab. I, C, 421) by pointing out that it is not sufficient if 

the Conciliation Officer forwarded the complaint received by him from the 
affected workman or his union for comments to the employers and the em- 
ployers have submitted their comments before the conciliation proceedings 
started. In both these decisions it is held that unless it was raised with the 
employers before it was raised before the Conciliation Officer it could not become 
a dispute, much less an industrial dispute and, as such the appropriate Govern- 
ment was not competent to make the reference. In the instant case the em- 
ployers had filed the written statement on 25-11-1970 and In the application 
dated 27-11-1970 filed by Shri S. P- Singh, Secretary, Khan Mazdoor Congress 
it is admitted that a copy of the written statement was given to him on 25-11-1970. 
The employers have filed an addendum and amendment to their written state- 
ment on 22-12-1970 1 , adding the same legal objection to the reference as regards 
the stoppage of work of Naim Mian and 9 others. The workmen have filed their 
written statement on 26-12-1970. but they have not traversed the legal objection 
to the reference raised by the employers. The workmen have not even filed 
rejoinder to the written statement of the employers nor asked for time for the 

same. In para 3 of their written statement the workmen have referred to a 
strike notice dated 14-2-1970. But a copy of the strike notice is neither filed nor 
proved. From the failure report dated 2-5-1970. accompanying the order of 
reference I find that the strike notice dated 14-^1970 from the Secretary, Khan 
Mazdoor Congress Branch, East Bhuggatdih colliery was addressed to the 
management of the colliery alone with a charter of demands and a copy of the 
same had been endorsed to the Assistant Labour Commissioner (C), Dhanbad-II. 
From the failure report It appears that probably the charter of demands had 
included in it the demands for reinstatement of j. P. Singh and Naim Mian and 

9 other affected workmen. But it cannot he inferred as a fact because the 
strike notice and charter of demands are not brought on record. The workmen 
have neither summoned them from the employers nor from the Assistant 
Labour Commissioner (C). Dhanbad-II, Moreover, there is no proof, that the 
strike notice and the charter of demands accompanying it were received by 
the employers, The failure report does not give rise to such an inference. 
It is not known if the employers had submitted comments on the notice sent by 
the Assistant Labour Commissloner(C), Dhanbad-II, or on the original notice 
received by them. No question in this respect was put to the witness, MW 1, 
examined on behalf of the employers. Among the documents filed by the parties 
there is none having a hearing on this point. The affected workman J. P, Singh 
has, as WW. 1 said nothing in this regard. WW. 4, WW. 5, WW. 8. W. 7, and 
WW. 8 who are respectively affected workmen in issue No. 2 at S. Nos. 2, 1, 5, 0 
and 4 respectively have deposed that after they were stopped from work they 
had made a written complaint to the manager. But no copy of it is produced. 
According to WW. 5. it was submitted on 20-1-1970. But according to WW. 6 It 
was submitted on 19-1-1970, itself when all of them were stopped from working 
it was signed also by underground trammers. But WW. 8 who was also an 
underground trammer, says that he was made idle on 7-1-1970 and on the same 
•day he had submitted an application, Ext. W. 14 and it was signed by him alone. 
It is pointed out by WW. 0 that the joint complaint was submitted to the manager, 
Gokele, who is at present in Bansjora colliery. But the workmen did not choose 
to examine him. None of the witnesses of the workmen referred to the charter 
of demands, Thus, there is absolutely no evidence that the affected workmen 
or their union had raised the dispute with the management before it was raised 
before the Conciliation Officer. Hence, I am inclined to uphold the legal objec- 
tion raised by the employers and hold that the Central Government wag not 
■competent to make the reference in respect of either of the two issues and this 
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Tribunal cannot entertain it, 

5. The Award is made accordingly and submitted under Section 15 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947.

AWARD 

The Central Government, being of opinion that an industrial dispute exists 
between the employers in relation to the management of Jamadoba colliery of 
Messrs Tala Iron and Steel Company Limited, Jamadoba, Post Office Jealgora, 
District Dhanbad and their workmen, by its order No. 2|143|70-LRII dated 
28-10-1970 referred to this Tribunal under Section 10(1) (d) of the Industrial Dis- 
putes Act, 1947 for adjudication the dispute In respect of the matters specified 
ih the schedule annexed thereto. The schedule is extracted below: 

Schedule 

“Whether the action of the management of Jamadoba Colliery of Messrs 
Tata Iron and Steel Company Limited, Jamadoba, Post Office 
Jealgora, District Dhanbad in dismissing Shri A. Kumar, Overman 
from service with eilect from the 19th November, 1969 Is justified? 
If not, to what relief the workman is entitled?” 

2. Parties filed the statement of demands, 

3. During the material period, the affected workman, A. Kumar was working 
as an overman at Jamadoba colliery of the employers, the management was 
getting the project work done at No. 48 Incline of Jamadoba colliery through 
contractors, M/s Camec (P) Ltd. and the affected workman was posted to work 
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as an overma’n at that place. These facts are not in disputo. The case of the 
employers is that on 31.7.1969 the affected workman wa s found Instigating all 
workmen of the A shift of the above contractors not to go down the mine and 
he was also shouting slogans, the acts of the affected workman resulting in the 
stoppage of work for several hours oil that day. Considering the above a ct s of 
the affected workman as misconduct a charge-sheet was issued to him and he 
submitted his reply denying the charges. A proper departmental enquiry was 
held in presence of the affected workman, the enquiry officer found the charge 
established, and consequently, the affected workman was dismissed from service 
with effect from 19.11.1969. It is further stated by the employers in the state- 
me'nt that on the submission of his grievance against the dismissal by the affected 
workman the grievance was considered by the Group Joint Grievance Committee 
on 6.2.1970, that as an unanimous decision could not be arrived at, the same was 
referred to the Central Joint Grievance Committee, that the Central Joint 
Grievance Committee unanimously came to the decision on 26.2.1970 that the 
affected workman was guilty of the charge levelled against him but took o lenient 
view and recommended that he should be employed on condition that if his ser- 
vices were found satisfactory for one year, he would be given continuity of 
service and during this period he would be o'n probation, that the affected work- 
man was informed of the above decision of the Central joint Grievance Commit- 
tee by a letter dated 18(20.3.1970 and he was asked to report for duty within 7 
days and that the affected workman did not join his duty and he had joined 
Bhagaband colliery as overmah with effect from 1,12,1969. According to the 
statement filed by the workmen the dismissal of the affected workman from 
service was without an‘y justification and also in contravention of all principles 
of natural justice. While admitting the charge-sheet and reply to It and the 
domestic enquiry, it is pleaded that the e'nqulry was perfunctory and perverse 
and that the enquiry officer was biased against th.a affected workman. The facts 
pleaded by the employers relating to the submission by the affected workman his 
grievance and consideration of the same by the Group Joint Grievance Committee 
and Centra] Joint Grievance Committee, the letter dated 18(20.3.1970 asking the 
affected workman to report for dut’y within 7 days and the affected workman 
not reporting to duty but joining Bhagaband colliery with effect from 1,12.1969, 
were not traversed by the workmen in their statement, They dig not file a'ny 
rejoinder. Workmen were represented by Shri D. Narsingh, Advocate and the 
employers by Shri S, S, Mukh.erjee, Advocate, Parties were directed to produce 
evidence, if they so chose independntl’y of the domestic enquiry. On admission 
by the workme'n, Exts. Ml to M7 were marked for the employers. On behalf 
of the employers 2 witnesses were examined and Exts_M8 to Mi.4 were marked. 
On behalf of the workmen also 2 witnesses were examined. 

4 It is not in dispute that during the material period the affected workman 
was on overman in Jamadoba colliery of the employers, that the management 
was getting the project work done at No. 48 Incline of the colliery through con- 
tractors, M/s Camee (P) Ltd. and that the affected workman was posted to work 
as overman at that place. It is also not in dispute that as regards the incident 
that took place at about 9.00 A.M. on 31-7-1969 the affected workman was issued 
a charge-sheet, Ext, Ml, that he submitted his reply, Ext. M2 denying the charges 
and that the Personnel Officer, MW, 1 had held the domestic enquiry into the 
charge-sheet i‘n presence of the affected workman. The only dispute is as re- 
gards the correctness of the charge and propriety of the domestic enquiry. The 
charge-sheet, Ext, MJ alleged that on 31-7-1969 at about 9 A,M. the affected 
workman was found at 4B Incline instigating the A shift workers of M/s Camec 
(P) Ltd. for not going down for work and also shouting slogans. These acts of 
the affected workman are described as a misco'nduct covered by clause 19(9) of 
the standing orders. The standing orders relating to the colliery are Ext, M6 
and under clause 19(9) “causing damage to work ill progress or to property of 
the company" is a misconduct. Instigating workmen for not going for work 
results i'n “causing damage to work in progress”. Hence, I find that the charge 
under clause 19(9) of the standing orders was correctly brought against the 
affected workman in view of the acts alleged against him. Admittedly, the 
Personnel Officer, MW. 1. has conducted the domestic enquir’y, the enquiry pro- 
ceedings are Ext. M8 and the enuiry report is Exl, M9. MW, 1 has in his evi- 
dence that, he held the e'nquiry on 28-8-1969, 30-8-1969, 2-9-1969 and finally on 
5-9-1969, that the affected workman was present on all the above dates, that on 
hehalf of the employers 4 witnesses were examined and all of them were cross- 
examined by the affected workman, that the affected workman gave his state- 
ment and aslo examined 2 witnesses in his defence that he recorded the state- 
ments himself and also read over and explained them to the witnesses and the 
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affected workman in Hindi and that the affected workman put his signature on 
the enquiry proceedings and also on each of the statements. In the cross-exa- 
mination, the witness, MW, 1 has admitted that B. S. Jabbi was ohe of the wit- 
nesses for the management, that on the report of B, S. Jabbi the charge-sheet. 
Ext. Ml was given to the affected workman and that B. S. Jabbi had cross-exa- 
mined the affected workman and his 2 witnesses. The witness, MW. 1 denied the 
suggestion that he was biased against the affected workman or that he was over 
enthusiastic to prove the charges against the affected workman. Thus, the only 
objection oh behalf of the workmen against the enquiry proceedings is that the 
capacity of B. S. Jabbi was that of a complainant and that it was not correct 
on the part of the enquiry officer to have allowed him to cross-examine the affect- 
ed workman and his two defence witnesses. I do not see any impropriety in 
the procedure adopted. Because on his report the charge-sheet. Ext. Ml was 
issued to the affected workman, I coYicede that th e capacity of B. S, Jabbi was 
that of a complainant. But in the capacity of a complainant and prosecutor I do 
not see why he should not have been allowed to cross-examine the affected work- 
man and his two defence witnesses. He is a party to the enquiry. Of course, 
his evidence cannot be treated as independent and relied upon unless it finds suffi- 
cient corroboration in other evidence. Tire other party to the enquiry was the 
affected workman and he was given opportunity and he did cross-examine all 
the 4 witnesses of the management. His statement also stands o“n the sam e foot- 
ing as that of B. S, Jabbi. Before the enquiry Officer there was the evidence of 
4 witnesses examined on behalf of the management and they were B. S. Jabbi, 
K. P. Rai, C, H. Swain and A, K: Mukherjee: I find from their statements as 
recorded in the enquiry proceedings. Ext. MS that all of them had deposed that 
at No. 48 Incline office the affected workman was found surrounded by a crowd 
of workmen pnd shouting slogans. It is in the evidence of K. P. Rai that the 
affected workman had told A, K. Mukherjee that in respect of the alleged mis- 
behaviour of C. H. Swain he demanded decision on the spot saying that otherwise 
the workmen would not go down the mine to work and that the affected work- 
man also told the workers that they should not go down the mine till some deci- 
sion was taken. The evidence of C. H. Swaijn also is to the same effect. A. K: 
Mukherjee had also deposed that the affected workeman had demanded Imme- 
diate decision as_regards the rough handling of a workman by one of the Camec 
supervisors and he was instigating the workers not to go down the mine to work 
till some decision was taken. Mukherjee has further stated that the project 
work remained stopped till 12.30 P.M. on that day. Discarding evidence of 
B. S. Jabbi and C. H. Swain (against whom the affected workman had alleged 
that he had mishandled a workman) altogether, I do not find any reason why the 
evidence of K. P, Rai and A. K. Mukherjee should hot have been believed by 
the enquiry officer. The evidence of these two witnesses was sufficient to support 
the finding of the enquiry officer, particularly when taken into consideration 
along with the statement of the affected workman and his reply. Ext. M2 to the 
charge-sheet. Thus, I find no substance in the contention of the workmen that 
the finding of the enquiry officer was perverse or that the procedure adopted by 
him was not in accordance with natural justice.' Except putting a suggestion to 
MW. 1 there is no material to show why the enquiry officer. MW. 1 should have 
been biased against the affected workman. The affected workman knows English 
and is an educated man, He djd not take objection at any tim e to the enquiry 
by MW. 1. Thus, I hold that the , enquiry as proper and the finding of the enquiry 
officer was justified. In this view fresh evidence produced before the Tribunal by 
the parties In respect of the allegation contained in the charge-sheet Ext. Ml 
need not be considered. I find that the employers were not vindictive and their 
bonafldes in dismissing the affected workman could not be suspected. 

5, As a result of my above discussion I find that the action of the management 
of Jamadoba Colliery of Messrs Tata Iron and Steel Company Limited, Jamadoba. 
Post office Jealgora, District Dhanbad in dismissing Shri A. Kumar, Overman 
from service with effect from the 19th November, 1969 was justified. Conse- 
quently, he is not entitled to any relief. The award is made accordingly and 
submitted under S. 15 of the industrial Disputes Act, 1947,

If not, to what relief are the workmen concerned entitled?" 

2. Let me first of all deal with the cases of transfer. Aa many as seven 
workmen, as mentioned in Item 1 of the Schedule were transferred from the 
Khas Dharmaband Colliery to the Balihari Colliery towards the end of 1967 and 
In the beginning of 19438, Shri S. N. Misra, learned Advocate for the workmen, 
stated before the Tribunal on the 11th of February, 1971 that he did not want 
to contest the case on behalf of four workmen, being serial nos, 3, 4, 6 and 7 of 
item no. 1, as these four workmen withdrew from the case by means of affi- 
davits filed by the management. So I am to decide whether the transfer of the 
three remaining workmen, being serial nos, 1, 2 and 6 of item 1 towards the 
end of 1907 wa s justified. Serial no. 1 is Shri Ajab Lai Sharma, serial no. 2 
is Shri Awadh Kishore Singh and serial no. 5 is Shri Ganesh Mistry. 

3. Ajab Lai, Serial No. 1 was transferred by a letter dated 30-8-67 (Ext. M 62), 
He was released from the Khas Dharmaband Colliery by a letter dated 5-9-67 
(Ext, Ml), 

4. Awadh Kishore, serial no. 2 was transferred by a letter dated 11-11-67. 
He was released from the Khas Dharmaband Colliery by a letter dated 15-12-67 
(Ext. M2). 

5. Ganesh Mistry, Serial No. 3 was transferred by a letter dated 11-11-67. He 
vos released from the Khas Dharmaband Colliery by a letter dated 15-U-67 
(Ext. M6). 

6. It is argued on behalf of the workmen that Ajab, Awadh and Ganesh were 
transferred not in furtherance of the interest of trade but by way of punishment 
for their union activities that is to say, by way of victimisation, and that their 
transfer amounted to unfair labour practice. In the written statement submitted 
by the workmen this point has not been specifically mentioned. 

7. The written statement of the workmen was drafted on the footing that 
the workmen of the Khas Dharmaband Colliery continued to be the employees 
of the Khas Dharmaband Colliery Co. (P) Ltd., even after the appointment of 
the Industrial Supplies Private Ltd., as the raising contractor could not be 
regarded as the employer of the workmen originally appointed by the Khas 
Dharmaband Colliery Co. (P) Ltd, The transfer of the workmen from the 
Khas Dharmaband Colliery to the Balihari Colliery has been challenged in the 
written statement primarily on the ground that the transfer was made not by 
the employer, namely, the Khas Dharmaband Colliery Co. (P) Ltd. but by the 
raising contractor, namely, the Industrial Supplies Private Ltd. In other words, 
the transfer has been challenged on the ground chat the order of transfer was 
made by a person who was not authorised to do so. 

8. In para 9 of the written statement of the workmen it has been stated that 

■Messrs Industrial Supplies Private Ltd., however, started behaving in a manner 
as if they were the employers of the workmen of Khas Dhanband Colliery 
and any order emanating from them was lawful and valid and binding on 
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the workmen of that colliery. Para 10 of the written statement runs thus; ‘That 
the Directors of M/s. Industrial Supplies Private Ltd., Raising Contractors of 
Khas Dharmaband Colliery started issuing letters to the workmen belonging to 
Khas Dharmaband Colliery ordering transfer to Baiiharl Colliery , . . , and on 
the basis of the same the Manager started releasing the workmen from the 

service of Khas Dharmaband Colliery This ‘release’ transfer amounted to 

refusal of work in the Khas Dharmaband Colliery and stoppage of payment of 
wages with effect from that date in each case.’ 1 

9. That the workmen were transferred because of their union activities has 
mot been mentioned in paragraph 10 of the written statement. It is for this 
reason that Shri S. S. Mukherjee, learned Advocate for the management argues 
that this Tribunal should not enter into the question of victimisation in deciding 
the validity of the orders transferring some workmen from the Khas Dharma- 
band Colliery to the Balihari Colliery. 

10. I may, however, point out, that the written statement of the workmen 
read as a whole leaves no room for doubt that the actions of the management 
both in respect of transfer as well as dismissal have been challenged on the 
.ground of victimisation and unfair labour practice. For instance, in para 3 of 
the written statement it has been stated that M/s. Industrial Supplies (Private) 
Ltd., came as the Raising Contractors at the said Khas Dharmaband Colliery 
with steps to disrupt the said union by adopting all foul means, to facilitate its 
business by ruthless exploitation of human labour, denying them all rights and 
privileges secured by the working class employed in the coal industry through 
series of troubles. Again, in para 14 of the written statement it has been stated 
that the union raised disputes against all such illegal and malafide transfer, dis 
missal and stoppage of duty, both before the management of Khas Dharmaband 
Colliery and the Regional Labour Commissioner/ Assistant Labour Commissioner 
(Central), Dhanbad, but without any effect. Hence it cannot be said that the 
question of victimisation and unfair labour practice in the matter of transfer was 
raised for the first time at the hearing by Shri Misra, the learned Advocate for 
the workmen. 

11. By the Order of reference I am required to decide whether the transfer 
by the management of Khas Dharmaband Colliery of M/s. Khas Dharmaband 
Colliery Co. (P) Ltd., and M/s, Industrial Supplies (Private) Ltd., was justified 
The reference was made on the footing that the transfer was made by both the 
companies jointly. There is scarcely any scope for deciding which of the two 
companies was competent to transfer the workmen concerned from one colliery 
to the other. I am to decide whether the transfer was made bonafide in the 
interest of the industry or by way of victimisation. 


12 The written statement on behalf of M/s. Khas Dharmaband Colliery Co. 
(P) Ltd starts by saying that the company has been unnecessarily made a 
party to ’the present proceeding. It has been stated in para 2 of the written 
statement that Khas Dharmaband Colliery Co, (P) Ltd., were not the employers 
of the concerned workmen at the relevant time. The gist of their written state- 
ment is as follows: Khas Dharmaband Colliery appointed M/s. Industrial Sup- 
plies Private Ltd as their raising-cum-selling contractors for Khas Dharmaband 
Colliery The said contractors were under the management and control of 
Khas Dharmaband Colliery and were the employers of the workmen of Khas 
Dharmaband Colliery. Wages were being paid by the contractors who dealt 
with the workmen ‘as employers. The concerned workmen, therefore, cannot 
claim any relief against M/s. Khas Dharmaband Colliery Co. Private Ltd. 


13 The written statement on behalf of M/s. Industrial Supplies Private Ltd. 
fully "deals with the case on behalf of the management. The written statement 
is headed as- written statement on behalf of employers M/s. Industrial Supplies 
Supplies (Pi Ltd., were the raising-cum-selling contractors of both Khas Dharma- 
Colliery Co (P) Ltd. are the owners of the Khas Dharmaband Colliery, they 
were not the employers of the concerned workmen at the relevant time. The 
material facts stated in that written statement are as follows M/s Industrial 
-Supplies (P) Ltd were the raising-cum-selling contractors of both Khas Dharma- 
band Colliery and Balihari Colliery at the relevant time. The Industrial Sup- 
plies (PI Ltd were the employers of the workmen of both the collieries, namely 
Khas Dharmaband Colliery and Pafibasi Colliery. They were paying proper 
wages to the workmen of these collieries and were otherwise In control and 
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management of both the collieries. The union in order to get a foothold in the 
colliery indulged in baseless complaints to the Regional Labour Commissioner 
and the Assistant Labour Commissioner. M/s. Industrial Supplies (P) Ltd. took 
up the management and control and acted as employers without affecting the 
conditions of services of the workmen of Kha s Dharmaband Colliery in any way. 

14. In para 14 of the written statement the following reason has been given 
for the transfer of the concerned workinen: “The workmen mentioned in SI Nos 
1 to 7 of item No. 1 of the Schedule of .Reference were efficient and experienced 
workmen and the Balihari Colliery which is under the same management and 
control badly needed their services due to strike for a month. The workmen 
concerned were, therefore, transferred to Balihari Colliery on different dates by 
the notices’’. In para 15 it has been staled that the above transfer was bona fide 
and for valid trade reasons and was in accordance with the standing orders 
and that the workmen on wrong advice did not go on transfer, 

16. As M/s. Industrial Supplies (P) Ltd. have themselves asserted in para 15 
of their written statement that the transfer was made bona fide and for valid 
trade reasons, the workmen are certainly entitled to adduce evidence that the 
real reason for transfer was to victimise the workmen concerned for their trade 
union activities. 

16. Before entering into the evidence as to the real reason for transfer I may 

point out that M/s. Industrial Supplies (P) Ltd. were to be regarded as the em- 
ployers of the workmen of the Khas Dharmaband Colliery at the relevant time 
under Sec. 25-FF of the Industrial Disputes Act. 1947, Reference may be made 
in this connection to Ext, M59, being articles of agreement between Khas 
Dharmaband Colliery Co. (P) Ltd. and Industrial Supplies (P) Ltd. by which 
the latter were appointed as the raising contractors on behalf of the former. 
Article 11 of the said agreement is to the following effect: “The Company 
[Industrial Supplies (P) Ltd,] hereby undertakes to receive and take_ over by 
transfer and employ all such workmen and employees employed at the said 
colliery as on l&th February, 1967 with the exception of the Manager and certain 
employees set out in the Fourth Schedule on the following terms, viz. 

(a) That the services of...... such workmen and employees shall be 

continuous and uninterrupted; 

(b) that the terms of employment of each shaR be such as are 

applicable to him before the 19th February, 1967 and are not in any 

way less favourable than those applicable to him immediately 

before the said 19th February, 1967.” 

17. Article 10 of Exf.. M59 discloses that M/s. Industrial Supplies (P) Ltd. 
undertook to carry on the work of quarrying winning and getting of coal from 
and manufacturing coke at the Khas Dharmaband Colliery according to the pro- 
visions of the Mines Act, 1952 under the control and supervision of the Manager 
of the Khas Dharmaband Colliery for the time being. 

18. Articles 10 and 11 of Ext. M59 make it clear that there was a change of 
management and that the transferee company employed the existing workmen 
of the colliery on the same terms and conditions as were applicable Immediately 
before the transfer of management. The employees could have demanded com- 
pensation if they were net taken over by M/s. Industrial Supplies (P) Ltd., 
because on a transfer of management every workman of a particular category is 
entitled to notice and compensation under Sec. 25-F as if he has been retrenched. 
As has been pointed out by the Supreme Court in Workmen of Subong Tea 
Estate V. Subong Tea Estate, 1964(1) L-L.J. 333, in case of a transfer net covered 
by the proviso to Sec. 25-FF. transfer brings about a retrenchment of the em- 
ployee to whom the Section applies. 

19 If the workmen in the instant case say that they continued to be the em- 
ployees of Khas Dharmaband Colliery Co. (P) Ltd. by whom they were originally 
employed even after the transfer of management to Industrial Supplies (P) Ltd. 
they thereby admit that the proviso to sec. 25-FF is not applicable to them, 
because the proviso applies only when a workman of a particular category is 
taken over by the new employer. If the proviso is inapplicable to them, then 
they must he deemed to have been retrenched by their previous employer. But it 
is not the casn of the workmen that they were retrenchd by Khas Dharmaband 
Colliery Co. (P) Ltd., 
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^ ha A 6 7t er i?u7 8ht be th a posltioi i under English law, under the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 on a change of management, the person to whom the 
management is . tiansfcrrcd becomes the employer of the existing workmen in 
continuous service for not less than one year immediately before the date of 
transfer, after they have been taken over by the transferee on the original terms 
and conditions, Hence it may be safely concluded that the workmen concerned 
became the employees of Industrial Supplies (P) Ltd., after, the change of 
management. It is not the case of the workman that there was no change of 
management, their contention being that there was no change of ownership, 
Sec. 25-FF applies not only when ownership ig transferred but also when 
management is transferred. 


21. Ext. M89. the paysheet from September 1967, discloses that the wages of 
the workmen were paid during this period by Industrial Supplies (P) Ltd. 
and not by Khas Dharmaband Colliery Co. (P) Ltd. Wages were received by 
them on stamped receipts. It therefore does not lie in their mouth to say that 
they were not the employees of Industrial Supplies (P) Ltd., during the relevant 
period. 

22. Let me now consider whether these three workmen, namely Ajab, Awadh 
and Ganesh were transferred to the Balihari Colliery in good faith for reasons 
of trade or by way of victimisation for their trade union activities. Ext W1 is a 
letter addressed to the Manager. Khas Dharmaband Colliery and to the Secretary, 
Colliery Mazdoor Sangh. It is dated 13-4-67. It Was written by the Assistant 
Labour Commissioner (Central), Dhanbad. The subject matter of the said 
letter was as follows; “Industrial dispute between the Management of Khas 
Dharmaband Colliery and their workmen over the alleged arbitrary and illegal 
stoppage of work of Shri Mukire Ravidas and 30 other miners”. The letter was 
written by the Asstt. Labour Commissioner in order to discuss the dispute men- 
tioned in the subject and if need be also to initiate conciliation proceedings in 
connection therewith. A copy of the union’s complaint was enclosed for the con- 
sideration of the management in 6 copies. 


23. Ext. W2 is a letter dated 21st August, 1967 written by the Assistant 
Labour Commissioner (Central), Dhanbad and addressed to the Manager, Khas 
Dharmaband Colliery and to the Secretary. Colliery Mazdoor Sangh, Dhanbad. 
The subject of this letter was as follows: “Industrial Dispute between the 
Management of Khas Dharmaband Colliery and their workmen over alleged 
arbitrary retrenchment notice served on Tub checkers”. The object of the letter 
was to discuss the said dispute and if need be to also to initiate conciliation 
proceedings in connection therewith. The last two lies of the said letter were 
in these terms: “A copy of union's complaint dated 26/28th July, 1967 is enclosed 
for management’s comments in 6 copies. The union is requested to produce 
membership records on the above date and time”. 

24. A similar letter dated the 4th October, 1967 was written by the Asstt. 
Labour Commissioner to both the parties in connection with an industrial dispute 
between the Management of th e Khas Dharmaband Colliery and their workmen, 
over the grievances of the workmen and it has been marked as Ext. W3. A copy 
of the union’s complaint was enclosed for management’s comments in 6 copies. 
Th : union was requested to produce membership records. 


25. Ext. W12 is a letter dated 6th April, 1967 written to the Assistant Labour 
Commissioner (C), Dhanbad by Sri S. P. Singh, Secretary of the union. It is 
on this letter that action was taken by the Asst. Labour Commissioner by invit- 
ing the parties to a joint discussion by issuing Ext. Wl. A copy of Ext. W12 was 
sent to the Manager, Khas Dharmaband Colliery. 


26 Ext W2 appears to have been issued by the Asstt. Labour Commissioner 
on receipt of Ext. W13 being a letter dated 26-7-67 addressed to the Asst, 
Labour Commissioner by the Secretary of the union complaining about arbitrary 
retrenchment notice served on the tub-chcekers. A copy of Ext. W13 was sent 
to the Manager, Khas Dharmaband Colliery. 


27. Five copies of the statement of grievances of the workers of the Khas 
Dharmaband Colliery were sent to the Asstt. Labour ^ Commissioner by the 
Secretary of the union along with a letter dated 15th September, 1967 (Ext. W14) 
with a copy to the Manager, Khas Dharmaband Colliery. It was on this letter 
that Ext. W3 was issued by the Asstt. Labour Commissioner. 
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28. Sri Sidheshwar Prasad Singh, Secretary of the Colliery Mazdoor Sanah 
r ™f, a da + ed +i? 8t * 1 De , cem t |er ' IS 07 to th Superintendent of Police invit- 

ing his attention to the growing lawlessness in the Kh as Dharmaband Collilrv 
tne relevant portion of the letter runs thus: “For a few months we S 

trying to invite your kind attention through our correspondences to the every-day 
growmg lawlessness at Khas Dharmaband Colliery. . _due to the most atrocloua 
victimising and harassing attitude of the management particularly of the 
Manager of the colliery, Shri Mallick. He has been very ruthlessly victimising 
the workmen mostly th e members of and officials of our Sangh by wL of 
enchineiit, transfer, dismissal, stoppage of work without notice and so on 
The Manager. . ..is always moving with revolver in his hand threatening 'the 
workmen with dire consequences if they would not desist from taking active 
part tn trade union movement under the auspices of the Colliery Mazdoo r Sangh 
(INTUC). The situation is getting very explosive and there is every likelihood 
of breach of peace at the colliery.”. 


29. A director of fhe Khas Dharmaband Colliery Co. (P) Utd. wrote a letter 
dated 14th December, 1067, to Sri S. P, Singh, General Secretary, Colliery 
Mazdoor Sangh, Khas Dharmaband Branch, Dhanbad to notify derecognition of 
the union. The letter has been marked as Ext. W4, The following reasons were 
•offered for de-recognition; (a) That the members of the union were indulging 
in unfair labour practiceg and that a shortwhile ago they resorted to open 
violence; (b) That a few months back one of the active members of the union 
made an attempt tp assault the Manager with a dagger and that the union 
openly supported the member; (c) That on the 2nd December, 19H7, a number oi 
the members of the union armed with deadly weapons surrounded, one of the Col- 
liery Workers’ colony in order to assault and even to murder a few of the 
persons; (d) That on the 8th December, 1967 an open meeting was held by 
the General Secretary near the pit top during working hours exhorting the 
workers to resort to violence; (e) That on the 11th of December, 1967, the 
members of the union planned to ‘gherao’ the colliery manager and assault him. 
The concluding portion of the letter runs thus; '“Colliery Mazdoor Sangh (Union) 
functioning and recognised at Khas Dharmaband Colliery is, therefore, derecog- 
nised, you are required to vacate the quarter which was allotted to your union 
-as licensee within 15 days ” 


30. This letter, Ext. W4, shows that the Colliery Mazdoor Sangh had a branch 
at Khas Dharmaband and that a quarter was allotted to the branch of the union 
to be used as its office. A reply was sent to this letter by the Secretary of the 
union on the 25th of December. 1967 (Ext, W5). According to the Secretary the 
letter of the 14th December, 1967 was written by Sri Sethia qne of the Directors 
of the Khas Dharmaband Colliery (P) Ltd. to cover all the acts of unfair labour 
practice, goondaisxn and lawlessness adopted by the management, particularly 
by the Manager to suppress, harass and victimise bonafide officials and members 
of the union He asserted that since the assumption of management by the 
Industrial Supplies (P) Ltd., the management had been trying to uproot the 
very existence of the Colliery Mazdoor Sangh by means of heinous activities. 
He accused the management of illegally transferring, dismissing and retrenching 
,a number of workmen belonging to the Colliery Mazdoor Sangh. He pointed out 
that proceedings under Sec. 107 Or. P. C. had been initiated by the police against 
the Manager Shri Mallick for the acts of lawlessness frequently committed by 
him, He complained that a number of existing facilities and privileges had 
been curtailed by the management in a most arbitrary manner. He asserted 
that the workers were fully justified in demanding the implementation of the 
recommendations of the Coal Wage Board which till then h.m not been Imple- 
mented by the management. He also denied the specific charges contained in 
the letter derecognising the union. 

31 Ext. 4 and 5 leave no room for doubt .that for the greater part of 1967, a 
trial of strength was going on between the management of the Khas Dharma- 
hand Colliery and the Colliery Mazdoor Sangh. The struggle between the parties 
culminated "fn 3 the derecognition of the Dharmaband branch of the Colliery 
Mazdoor Sangh on the 14th December 1967.

the Colliery. He pointed out_ in max mixer ru- Aueust 1&87. He 
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giving effect to the recommendations which had already been implemented by 
other collieries. The following threat was held out to the manager: "If no reply 
is received within a fornight. ... .regarding the intention of the management 
to implement these recommendations of the Wage Board. .... .the workers will 
be at liberty to take any legal action including stoppage of work.” A copy of 
this letter was sent to the Regional Labour Commissioner, who by a letter dated 
the 11th January, 1968 directed the Labour Enforcement Officer (Central) to 
take immediate action in the matter (Ext, W15). It is clear that the delay in 
the implementation of the recommendations of the Wage Board was another 
source of friction between the management and the Colliery Mazdoor Sangh. 

32. Awadh Kishore was transferred by a letter dated 11-11-67 and Ganesh 
Mistri too was similarly transferred by another letter dated 11-11-07. Both of 
them were released from the Khas Dharmaband Colliery on 16-12-67. It should 
be remembered that the Khas Dharmaband branch of the Colliery Mazdoor 
Sangh was derecognised by the management on the 14th of December, 1967. 
Witness no, 3, on behalf or the workmen (WW3) has stated in his cross-exami- 
nation that both of them were elected members of the executive committee of 
the Colliery Mazdoor Sangh in 1905. Witness no. 2 for the management Secretary 
of the Industrial Supplies (P) Ltd, has stated in his cross-examination that the 
management wore not aware that Ajab Lai, Awadh Kishore and Ganesh were 
members of any union; but it is difficult to believe this statement of MW2 in 
view of the constant friction between the Colliery Mazdoor Sangh and the 
management. There cannot be any manner of doubt that the management were 
perfecetly aware that Awadh and Ganesh were the active members of the union. 

33. In the letter dated 11-11-67 addressed to Awadh Kishore (Ext. M63) the 
following reason was given for the transfer: “Balihari Colliery needs the services 
of one experienced overman, so you are transferred to Balihari Colliery with 
immediate effect”. In the letter of even date addressd to Ganesh Mistry (Ext. 
M64) the identical reason was given for his immediate transfer. I have no doubt 
in my mind, having regard to the strained relation between the union and the 
management since th e assumption of management by the Industrial Supplies OP) 
Ltd., that the real reason for their transfer was their active participation in the 
activities of the union. That they were transferred by way of victimisation for 
trade union activities is also borne out by the fact that they were released from 
the Khas Dharmaband Colliery immediately after the de-recognition of the Col- 
liery branch of the union. 

34. Ajab Lai was transferred by a letter dated 30th August, 1967 and he was 
released from the Khas Dharmaband Colli e ry on the 5th of September. 1967. He 
was also transferred ostensibly on the ground that Balihari Colliery needed 
the services of one experienced attendance clerk. Ext. W8(a) shows that he was 
elected Vice-President for the year 1965-66 of Khas Dharmaband Branch of the 
Colliery Mazdoor Sangh. He has stated in his cross-examination that he was 
also a member of the executive committee of the Central Office of the Union. 
Witness no. 3 for the workmen too has stated that he was the elected member 
of the executive committee meaning therby the executive committee of the 
Central Office of the Union. It is highly improbable that the management did 
not know that he was an office bearer of the local branch of the union or that 
he was an active worker of the union. There cannot be any doubt that he was 
transferred to Balihari Colliery not because of his experience as attendance 
clerk but because of his trade union activities. 


35. My conclusion, therefore,, is that Ajab Lai, Awadh Kishore and Ganesh 
were transferred not for reasons of trade but by way of victimisation for their 
trade union activities. Their transfer cannot be regarded as bonafide. Hence, 
they were percetly justified in disregarding the order of transfer issued to 
them. They continued to bo in the service of the Khas Dharmaband Colliery 
since the dates of their release and they are still to be regarded as the employees 
of the said colliery, 

36. It has been argued by Mr. Misra, learned Advocate for the workmen, 
that the management of the Khas Dharmaband Colliery were not even compe- 
tent to transfer the workmen concerned. In view of my findings that the transfer 
was not made in good faith my award on the question of transfer will not 
be affected in any way whatever may be my decision as to the validity of this 
argument. Since this argument has been advanced by Mr. Misra I intend to 
test the validity of this argument.

38. The Schedule to the Industrial Employment (Standing Orders) Act 1946 
enumerates the matters to be provided in Standing Orders under the Act 
Transfer is not one of the matters enumerated in the schedule. Item 11 of the 
schedule mentions “any other matter which may be prescribed”’ “Prescribed” 
means prescribed by any rule. Section 15 of tTie Act authorises the appropriate 
Government to make rules to carry out the purposes of this Act. Additional 
matters to be Included in the schedule to the Act may be prescribed by rules 
under Sec, 15(2) (a). Sec. 2(b) says that in respect or a mine the appropriate 
Government Is the Central Government. I have not been shown any rule framed 
by the Central Government under Sec. 15 of the Act prescribing “transfer” as 
-an additional matter to be Included in the schedule, That being the position 
clause 26 of th e certified Standing Orders applicable to the Khas Dharmaband 
Colliery must be regarded ultra vires the Act and hence void and inoperative 
in law. Reference may be made in this connection to the decision of the 
Supreme Court in Rohtak, Hissar District Electric Supply Co. Ltd., V. State of 
Uttar Pradesh, A.I.R. 1966 S.C. 1471. where it has been laid down that the draft 
Standing Orders cannot relate to matters outside the Schedule. In the recent 
case of workmen of Lakheri Cement Works Ltd. V. Associated Cement Com- 
panies Ltd., also decided by the Supreme Court and reported In 1970 (20) F.L.R. 
243, it hsa been held that the extension of the Standing Orders Inter alia to the 
topic of the transfer is without jurisdiction and that no Standing Order can be 
framed in respect of that, The Standing Orders embodied in Ext. M65 were no 
doubt certified by the Chief Labour Commissioner on 8-4-50 as Appellate 
Authority; but such certification cannot validate a clause which is ultra vires 
the Act. It, therefore, follows that clause 26 of the Standing Orders of the Khas 
Dharmaband Colliery is void and inoperative in law. Hence the management 
cannot rely upon that clause to justify the orders of transfer made by them. 


39. Can It be said that the right to transfer an employee by the employer 
from one of his concerns to another is implicit in every contract of service? 
This question has thus been answered by the Supreme Court in Kundan Sugar 
Mills V. Ziauddin 1960 (I) L.L.J. 266: “The argument of the learned counsel 
for the appellant that the right to transfer is implicit In every contract of service 
is too wide of the mark. Apart from any statutory provision, the rights of an 
employer and employee are governed by the terms of contract between them or 
by tthe terms necessarily implied therefrom”. The point for determination is that 
case was whether a person employed in a factory can be transferred to some 
other independent concern started by the same employer at a stage subsequent 
to the date of his employment. It was held bv the Supreme Court that it was 
not a condition of service of employment of the respondents either express or 
implied that the emplojmr has the right to transfer th e m to a new concern 
started by him subsequent to the date of their employment. 


40 In the instant case if the Khas Dharmaband Colliery Co. (P) Ltd. acquired 
the right to manage the Balihari Colliery in February, 1967, then on the principle 
laid down by the Supreme Court in the case of Kundan Sugar Mills 1960 (I) 
L.L.J 266, it could not claim the right of transferring the workmen concerned of 
the Khas Dharmaband Colliery employed before the date of acquisition to the 
Balihari Colliery. The Industrial Supplies (P) Ltd. stepped into the shoes .of 
the Khas Dharmaband Colliery Co. (P) Ltd.; therefore they too cannot claim 
right to transfer the concerned workmen employed long before February, 19”' 
when the management of the Balihari Colliery was taken over by them from 
the Balihari Colliery Co. (P) Ltd. 


41, When A] ah Lai. Awadb Kishore and Ganesh were employed bv the Khas 
Dharmaband Colliery Co. (P) Ltd., the Balihari Colliery belonged ! 0 the Balihari 
■Colliery Co, (P) Ltd., At that time there could not have been any implied con 
tract between these three workmen and their employers, the 

-Colliery Co (P) Ltd that they could be transferred to the Balihari Colliery. 
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The Industrial Supplies (F) Ltd. have not referred to any express contract 
authorising them to transfer the workmen, ot the Khas Dharmaband Colliery 
.save and except clause 26 of the Standing Orders. But I have already demon- 
trated that clause 26 is void and incorporative in law. Therefore there is neither 
express nor implied contract between the Industrial Supplies (P) Ltd. and the 
workmen of th e Khas Dharmaband Colliery conferring on the former the right 
to transfer. Moreover, there is nothing on record to indicate what are the condi- 
tions of service in the Balihari Colliery and whether they are similar to the 
conditions of Service in the Khas Dharmaband Colliery. I am therefore of 
opinion that the Industrial Supplies (P) Lid. had not the authority to transfer 
the three workmen concerned and that consequently the orders of transfer were 
void ah initio. 

42. Let me now take up one by one tbe cases of the workman who have been 
•dismissed. The case against Deolal Ram appears to be very weak. The charge 
sheet against him (Ext. M48) is to this effect: “On 12-12-67 m the 1st shift when 
.you were on duty as Lamp Mazdoor in No. 4 Pit Lamp Cabin, you fitted and 
issued safety Lamp no. 204 to Sri Nageshwar Bhuiya. Miner of which Oil-Vessel 
came out of the Bonnet Stand and fell down in the under-ground causing open 
lamp exposed and thereby endangering from coal dust and gas explosion which 

.amounts to gross negligence in your duty ”. The charge sheet does not say 

that he was negligent in filling til£ safety lamp no, 204 or that the oil vessel came 
out of the bonnet stand and fell down because the oil vessel was not properly 
fitted by Deolal Ram. The charge is so vague that it is difficult to punish any 
worker on such a charge. 

43. The evidence on record also does not establish the charge. The finding 
■of the enquiry officer that “had the magnet of the safety lamp properly fitted the 
whole lamp would have fallen down but not the oil vessel alone” is not based 
on any evidence on record. None of the witness examined by the management 
before the enquiry officer deposed to that effect. There is also no documentary 
evidence to that effect. The enquiry officer appars to have imported his own 
knowledge, which he is not permitted to do. This is also opposed to the 
principles of natural justice because the workman had no opportunity to cross- 
examine the enquiry officer. 

44. The enquiry officer went out of his way in examining Sabrati Mistri. the 
tally man as a court witness, when he was not cited as a witness by the manage- 
ment. He. however, does not say anything about the negligence of the work- 
man charged with negligence. 

45. Witness No. 1 for the management said nothing about the negligence of 
accused in his deposition. Witness no. 2 also did not say anything as to the 
negligence of the accused in fitting the oil lamp. Witness no. 3 simply said that 
the accused cleaned and fitted the lamp and that too in cross-cxarpination; but 
he too could not say whether the lamp was out of order when he issued the 
lamp as it was not his duty to check lamps. It appears from the record of the 
proceedings that P.W. 3 was crpss-exanain?d by the enquiry officer himself. The 
accused, however, was not given any opportunity to cross-examine the witness 
after he had been cross-examined by the enquiry officer. The procedure adopted 
was highly irregular, 

46. P.W. 4 is a lamp mazdoor. so also the accused, P.W, 4 said on cross- 
examination that his duty was to clean a lamp and keep the same on the bench. 
The words “fit and check and issue the same after’’ after the word “clean” have 
been scored through. If the duts. of P.W, 4 was only to clean, then it may be 
inferred that the duty of the accused too was only to clean and not to fit a lamp. 
P.W, 5 said nothing about the negligence of the accused. He was rather anxious 
to save his own skin. Though he was a body checker he could not say whether 
he checked lamp no. 204. 

47. For the reasons stated above I am bound to hold that there Is no evidence 
on record to show that the accused was guilty of any negligence. Therefore, the 
finding of the enquiry officer that the accused Deolal Ram was guilty of gross 
negligence is based on no evidence. The finding was arrived at also in viola- 
tion of the principles of natural justice as stated above. 

48. As to the dismissal of Rameshwar Choube, I apj. satised from the evidence 
on record that the order of dismissal was perfectly justified, He received two 
charge sheets. By Qne charge sheet he was accused of sleeping on duty and by 
another charge sheet he was accused of threatening the manager with murder. 
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He has admitted in his cross-examination that he attended the enquiry con- 
ducted by Shri S. R. P, Sifigh in connection with the charge of sleeping on duty. 
He has admitted his signature at page 12 of the enquiry proceedings. I have 
gone throuh the proceedings of the. domestic enquiry into the charge of sleeping 
on duty. He was given ample opportunity to cross-examine the witnesses pro- 
duced by the management and he in fact cross-examined some of them at great 
length, I cannot say that the principles of natural justice were violated in any 
way. The finding of the enquiry officer is based on cogent evidence. The charge- 
of sleeping on duty, a serious misconduct in a colliery, was brought home to him. 
He deserved dismissal for this grave misconduct 


49. The second charge against him was that he threatened to kill the manager 
A separate enquiry was held in connection with this charge. He was not nr e sent 
at the enquiry, wfiich was held in his absence. His case is that he Was n?t duhy 
informed as to th e time and place of enquiry. The case for the management 
is that the date of enquiry was shifted from time to time in ord^r to enable him 
to attend but that he xvilfully avoided notice. By way 0 f abundant caution a 
notice was published in an issue of “The New Sketch” published on the 1st of 
May, 1067. 


50, From the evidence placed before him the enquiry officer was fully satis- 
fied that Rameshwar Choubey wilfully avoided attending the enquiry. He 
therefore conducted the enquiry e x-parte in the abshenc e of Rameswar Choubey. 
Several witnesses were examined on behalf pf the management and from the evi- 
dence placed before him he was fully satisfied that the accused was guilty of the 
charge brought against him, viz that he moved about with a bhojali with a view 
to kill, threaten or intimidate the manager. I do not .find any reason to hold 
that the finding is perverse or that it is contrary to the evidence 
adduced before him. I also agree with the enquiry officer that Rameshwar 
Choubey wilfully absented himself at the enquiry. Even assuming that the- 
notice of the second enquiry was not properly served upon the accused, the- 
finding arrived at in the first enquiry was sufficient to justify his dismissal. 

51. I now propose to take up the case of Moti Singh. Witness no 3 for the 
workmen made a bare statement in his examination in chief that n o enquiry 
was held in the case of Motl Singh. Moti Singh himself did not depose in this 
case, Sri J, N. Yadav deposed before the Tribunal as M,W. 0 that he himself 
had conducted the enquiry. I have no reason to disbelieve him From the 
proceedings of the enquiry report I am satisfied that Moti Singh participated and 
that he was given ample opportunity to cross-examine the witnesses produced 
by the management, and to produce his own witness. The finding of the 
enquiry officer is based on cogent evidence- It can by no means be said to be 
perverse or contrary to the evidence on record. There is no suggestion on the 
part of the workmen that he had any bias against the accused. He is no doubt 
was the Personal Assistant-cum-Stenographer to the colliery Manager; but 
from that it does not necessarily follow that he is Incapable by reason of his 
relationship with the manager of conducting the enquiry impartially. There is 
nothing on record to show that he was completely under the thump of the 
manager or that his decision was iq_any way influenced by the manager. I. 
therefore, hold that the management was justified in dismissing Moti Singh on 
the report of the enquiry officer. 


52 Sri Sahdeo Singh, body searcher was dismissed from the service by a 
letter’ dated 28-1-67 with the prior approval of the Director of the Khas Dharma- 
band Colliery Co. (P) Ltd. A charge sheet dated 4-1-07 was issued to him. 
The charges against him were wilful and deliberate insubordination, disobedience 
to the lawful and reasonable order of the superior and disorderly and indecent 
behaviour. He submitted his reply denying the charges. A departmental 
enquiry was held, but at that enquiry Sahadeo Singh was examined even before 
the examination of the witnesses of the management. The enquirly officer was 
not justified in following such irregular procedure. It Is for this reason that the 
management led evidence before the Tribunal to substantiate the charges 
against Sahadeo Singh. 

53 The only witness examined before the Tribunal was Budhan Mahali, on 
whose complaint the charges were framed by the management against Sahadeo 
Singh He was naturally biased against Sahadeo. I am not prepared to fina 
Sahadeo guilty of the charges levelled against him on the uncorroborated testi- 
mony of Budhan Mahali. Some other independent witness or witnesses should 
K been adduced by the management to substantiate the charges against 
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Sahadeo, The report of the enquiry officer is vitiated by the fact that the wit- 
nesses for the management were examined after the examination of Sahadeo, 
Therefore a dismissal on such a report cannot be upheld. My conclusion is that 
the charges against Sahadeo have not been substantiated by proper evidence. 
Hence his dismissal cannot be upheld. 

54. I now propose to make my award on the basis of what has been discussed 
above. I have given my reason why the transfer of the three workmen con- 
cerned, namely Ajab Lai Sharma, Awadh Kishore Singh and Ganesh Mistry 
from the Khas Dharmaband Colliery to the Balihari Colliery cannot be justified. 
I, therefore, award that these workmen, namely Ajab Lai Sharma, Awadh 
Kishore Singh and Ganesh Mistry be deemed to be in the continuous service of 
the Khas Dharmaband Colliery as if no order for transfer was ever passed 
against them and that each one of them by paid his back wages upto-date with 
effect from the date when he was released from the Khas Dharmaband Colliery, 
after deducting the amount, if any, received by him on account of wages in the 
meantime. As to the persons dismissed I have shown above that the dismissal 
of Shri Deolal Ram and Shrl Sahadeo Singh cannot be justified. I, therefore, 
award that these two workmen, namely, Deolal Ram and Sahadeo Singh men- 
tioned in item no. 2 of the Schedule be reinstated in their respective posts in the 
Khas Dharmaband Colliery with effect from the date of their dismissal and 
that they be paid their back wages up to date after deducting the amount, if any, 

1 eceived by them on account of wages in the meantime. As I have held that 
the dismissal of Ramcshwar Choubey and Moti Singh was justified, they were 
not entitled to any relief from the man-igemsnt. 

55. This is my award. Let a copy of this award be submitted to the Central 
Government under section 15 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947.

This complaint coming on for final hearing on Wednesday the Sth day of June, 
1971 upon perusing the Complaint, Counter and all other material papers on 
record and upon hearing the arguments of Thiru R. Rangaswamy, General Sec- 
retary, I.N.T.U.C., Tamil Nadu for the Complainant/worker and of Thiru T, K. 
Seshadri, advocate for the opposite party/worker and having stood over till this 
day for consideration, this Tribunal made the following : 
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AWARD 

The Petitioner Kundasamy contends that, even though the District Medical 
Officer Salem certified Kandasamy was fit for work, the management stuck to 
the medical opinion issued bv the Company medical officer that Kandasamy 
was unfit for work and that he was discharged from service and that during the 
pendency of I.D. 19/69 on the file of this Tribunal, and hence this complamt. 

(2) The management contended that the complainant was working as stone 
cutter. The medical officer reported about the complaint as follows: 

Large patches of anaesthetic patches on right arms: left arms and abdomen. 

Supratrochdear gland enlarged on the right elbow. 

Peripheral nerves thickened. 

Chronic ulcers are present on the sole of both feet. Fissures present on 
sole of both feet. Leprosy is fairly well advanced. Manual work of any nature 
In the mines is contra indicated. 

Therefore he is not fit for work.” 

Under Rule 6 of the Standing Orders, the complainant was discharged with 
effect from 31st March, 1070, The certificate issued by the Medical Officer had 
also indicated that the petitioner was suffering from leprosy. In any event ter- 
mination of service is one, by wav of discharge simpliciter, and hence Section 33 
of the Industrial Disputes Act is not attracted. 

(3) The preliminary point that is urged by the management is this that I 
have no jurisdiction to entertain this complaint, in that no approval of this Tri- 
bunal is necessary for discharging the worker under Rule 6 of the Standing 
Orders, Rule 6 of the Standing Orders in Ex. M-8 reads as follows: 

“Any workman, who, during the course of his employment is found to be 
medically unfit by the medical officer appointed or nominated by t 1 
company shall be liable to be discharged at the discretion of the 
management. The aggrieved workman shall have right to appear 
before a Doctor not below the rank of a Civil Surgeon or D.M.O. and 
his decision shall be acceptable to the Management.” 

Ex. M-4 is the certificate issued by the Company doctor, that reads that this 
worker was unfit for any work. The opinion set forth in Ex. M-4 is correctly 
set out in the same language, used the medical officer, and that in the coun- 
ter statement filed by the management. Subsequent to his discharge, the worker 
obtained the medical certificate in Ex. M-3 dated 25-5-70. I agree that Ex. M-3 is 
signed by the District Medical Officer, Salem. While forwarding the certificate, 
the Company Doctor, wrote in Ex. M-l letter that, even the certificate issued by 
the District ‘Medical Officer, clearly read that Kandasamy was suffering from 
leprosy and that deformities of limbs were present and such a person definitely 
was not fit to wield a hammer to break stones. Ex. M-l further reads that 
chronic ulcers were present in the soles of both feet and Kandasamy could not 
walk In the mine area, where the surface was full of ruggd stones. One finds that 
the medical certificate issued by the District Medical Officer (Ex. M-3 certificate) 
merely reads that Kandasamy was suffering from non-infective type of lepro y 
and, as such, he was fit for duty, provided he produced negativity certificate 
every six months. One notices that in Ex. M-3, the District Medical Officer did 
not write about the nature of work that had to be done by Kandasamy, As al- 
ready seen, Kandasamy had to break stones, using a hammer. In Ex. M-l, the 
Company doctor wrote about contracture of right little and ring fingures and 
other deformities seen on Kandasamy. Apparently, the District Medical Officer 
failed to note about nature of work to be done by Kandasamy or to take note of 
the deformities in fingers or the chronic ulcers that ware present. In the soles of 
both feet with deep fissures and that Kandasamy could not walk at all in the 
mine region. My finding is that Ex. M-4 certificate read with Ex, M-l certificate 
does establish that Kandasamy was not fit for work that he had necessarily do, 
namely, the work of cutting stones with a hammer. 

(4) I agree that Standing Order 6 reads that, the opinion of the District 
Medical Officer would be binding on the Company, but then the medical certi- 
ficate issued bv the District Medical Officer of Salem does not at all refer to the 
nature of work that had to be done by Kandasamy. 

(5) In the decision reported in 1965 I.L.L.J. 422 (Nuragan Mills Limited Vs, 
Industrial Tribunal), their Lordships of the Supreme Court laid down the law that 
this Tribunal is bound to find, in the first instance; as to whether Section 33-A or 
33(2) (b) of the Industrial Disputes Act applied, it being the law that the Proviso 
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applies only to Section 33(2) (b) and not to 33(2)/(A). In other words, unless 
there is discharge or punishment for any misconduct, whether by dismissal 01 
otherwise, no permission of this Tribunal is necessary, as the Proviso applies 
only to 33(2) (b) and not to 33(2) (a). In the above case, the law is further laid 
down that, however, it is the duty of the Tribunal to see the order and to 
determine as to whether, in fact, and in reality there was dismissal or discharge 
for any misconduct, that is, the phraseology, in which the order is couched ia 
not a safe guide line, but that actual leality has to be determined, and to whether 
the worker was dismissed or discharged or punished for any mi. .conduct. In 
the decision reported in 1963 J.L.L.J. 212 (Manu V.v. Appinwal & Cod, His Lord- 
ship Justice Vaidialingam brought out the distinction between mere discharge 
simpliciter and dismissal. The law in that, even when there Is discharge simpli- 
c iter. The law is that, even when there is discharge simpliciter the order is to 
be scanned to note what lies behind the order, that is, whether for any miscon- 
duct, there is dismissal 01 1 discharge and if that is so, this Court has no jurisdic- 
tion. 

( 6 ) I have carefully gone through the discharge order and the reasons for dis- 
charging this worker. I find that this worker was merely discharged, that is, 
there was discharge simpliciter and not that this worker was punished for any 
misconduct. No punishment actually whatever was meted out to the worker and 
when that if so, in my view, no complaint lies to this Tribunal for nothing was 
done in violations of the provisions of Section 33(2) (b) of the Industrial Dis- 
putes Act. I find accordingly. On the above preliminary ground, finding that 
the complaint is not maintainable, this award is passed, that the complaint is 
dismissed.

It is hereby agreed between the parties to refer the following Industrial Dispute 
to the arbitration of Sri T. T. Tuyade, Regional Labour Commissioner (Centra^, 
180, North Civil Lines, Jabalpur. 

1. Specific Matters in dispute: 

The following emp oyees of Korea and Duman Hill Collieries of N.C.D.C. Ltd. 
were placed in the Coal Wage Board pay scale of Rs. 180 — 337/- with a higher 
starting pay of Rs. 205/- from the date of implementation of the Coal Wage Board 
recommendations or the date of their appointment to the present post, as the 
case may be, whichever is iater and they continued to be paid salary on that 
basis till 30th November, 1970. The higher starting pay was disallowed which 
resulted in their basic pay being brought down with ellecl from 1st December, 
1970. Whether the management is justified In doing so? If not to what relief 
the workmen concerned are entitled?

Conse- 
quently, the reference is renumbered on the file of this Tribunal as Reference 
No 7 of 1970, 


3. Employers as well as the workmen filed their statement of demands. The 
workmen also filed rejoinder to the statement filed by the employers. 


4. At the Gaya Branch of the Punjab National Bank the post of a perma- 
nent teller fell vacant on 15th May, 19G8 when B. N. Pandey, the permanent 
teller was transferred on promotion as special assistant to Halisahar. In order 
to fill up the vacant post of the permanent teller at Graya Branch, the Assistant 
General Manager, Calcutta asked the manager of Gaya Branch to furnish the 
priority position and ledger keeping experience of the first four senior clerks 
Of the branch. In reply the branch manager funished information in respect of 
4 clerks, among whom the affected workman, H. N. Sinha was one. On the in- 
formation the bank found that the affected workman did not have 2 years 
ledger keeping experience and as such not suitable for selection to the post 
of the permanent teller, These facts are not in dispute, The employers have 
filed the statement stating that they were justified in not selecting the affected 
workman for the post of the permanent teller as he had not fulfilled the eligibdity 
rulqg for selection as a permanent teller. The case of the workmen is that, be- 
cause the then branch manager was interested in one B. D. N. Smha and as 
such he arbitrarily got approved and posted him as the permanent teller to the 
prejudice of the rights of the affected workman. According, to the workmen the 
action of the employers in not selecting the affected workman for the post of 
the permanent teller was against their own rules and mala fide. The employers 
were represented by Shri A, Roy Choudhury, Staff Officer and the workmen by 
Shri C. L. Bharadwai, General Secretary, Punjab National Bank Employees 
Association. On admission by the workmen, Exts. M.l to M.33 <or the em- 
ployers and on admission by the employers, Exts. W. 1 to W. 17 for the workmen 
were marked. Parties examined a witness each. 


0. Admittedly, the post of the permanent teller at Gaya branch of the bank 
fell vacant on 16th May, 1908 'and it was to be filled up in accordance with the 
circulars issued by the bank from time to time. The first circular in - 

D, 111 dated 9th August, 1954, Ext, W.ll. The enclosed procedure embodies the 
various changes effected in the routine of tellers as a consequence of the new 
system. It mostly deals with the duties of the tellers and states inter alia that a 
teller shall be an officer not below the rank of a supervisor. By the amending 
circular. No. D/40 dated 15th September, 1954, Ext, W.12 it is modified that it 
states that a teller need not be an officer of the rank of a supervisor and senior 
clerks having 7 years service, if matriculates and 5 years if graduates shall 
he eligible to work as tellers on usual teller’s allowance. It follows that in 
pursuance of these amendments senior clerks are eligible to work as tellers getting 
allowance. Strictly speaking the senior clerk selected as a teller cannot be 
aaid to have been promoted but the selection from among the senior clerks for 
the post of a permanent teller is of importance and as such should be guided 
strictly by the rules. Ext. M.3 is the staff department circular No. 561 dated 3rd 
March, 1964. This circular is issued in accordance with an agreement dated 
Sfith February, 1964 entered into between the bank and the All India Punjab 
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National Bank Employees Federation, It contains rules relating to promotion of 
clerks as supervisors. It lays down that in respect of the clerks of the banx 
priority lists should be maiofained region-wise on the basis of the marks obtain- 
ed under clauses 1 and 2 relating respectively to length of service and educa- 
tional and other qualifications. The circular need not be gone into in further 
detail as it is not necessary for the purpose of the present case. Ext, M,1 is a 
circular No. 97, dated 11th December, 1964 laying down a further qualification 
os necessary for a clerk to qualify as a teller and the qualification is sufficient 
experience in the bank as a ledger keeper. This circular is superseded by the 
circular No. 120, dated 28th May, 1965, Ext. M.2 The modifications made by the 
circular are as following: — - 

“Selection of clerks as tellers to be madei on the basis of priority marks 
determined with reference to length of service and educational quali- 
fications as prescribed in Staff Department Circular No. 661 dated 
3rd March, 1964, subject, however, to the condition that they should 
have atleast 2 years experience as ledger keeper. If, however, suit- 
able persons with the requisite experience are not available, those 
with the longest experience as ledger keeper should be given 
preference." 

This is not the first time when a dispute between the bank and its workmen 
arose in respect of selection for the post of the permanent teller. The Award 
by the Central Government Industrial Tribunal, Calcutta in Reference No. 37 of 
1967 dated 26th September, 1967, Ext. M.7 was in respect of the dispute as regards 
promotion of S. K Raghubanshi as a teller in supersession of P. K. Ghosal. In 
this case the circulars, Exts. W.ll, W.12, M.l and M.2 and M.3 were relied upon 
by the parties and discussed by the learned Tribunal. Then, again in the Award 
of the Central Government Industrial Tribunal, Calcutta in Reference No. 11 of 
1969 dated 23 rd May, 1969, Ext. M.3 the dispute referred to was in respect of 
promotion of S. K. Raghubanshi as a permanent teller in supersession of M.L. 
Bhattacharjee. In this case also the circulars, Exts. W.ll, W.12, Ml, M2 and M3 
were relied upon by the parties and discussed by the learned Tribunal at length. 
On behalf of the workmen it was strongly urged in the above reference case 
that the employers were bound by its own rules, viz the service rules contained 
in circular No. 120, Ext, M.2. It was also argued that the 2 years experience 
as a ledger keeper was the overriding qualification in the said circular. In para 
10 of the Award, Ext. M8 the leamea Tribunal has also observed “the staff cir- 
cular No. 120 (Ext. M.2) is very clear and expressive, It makes all other qualifi- 
cations subject to the overriding qualification of 2 years eeperionce as a ledger 

keeper The selection of a teller must be made in strict compliance with 

circular No. 120 (Ext, M.2) so long as the circular stood’’. In this view the feeble 
attempt on the part of Sbri Bhardwaj to challenge the circulars, Exts, M.l and 
M.2 cannot succeed. Parties are bound by the circular No. 120 (Ext. M.2) and 
the priority position prepared in accordance with the circular No. 566, Ext. M.3 
subject to the qualification of experience of ledger keeping. 

6. For selecting a suitable candidate for filling up the vacancy of the perma- 
nent teller at the branch the Assistant General Manager wrote a letter, Ext. M.9 
on 28th March, 1968 to the manager of the branch to furnish information as 
regards the priority position and ledger keeping experience of the first four 

senior clerks of the branch along with his recommendations for consideration. 

Accordingly the branch manager submitted the proposal through hjs letter dated 
3rd May, 1968, Ext. M.10. Through the letter names of four persons were shown, 
the name of the affected workman, H. N. Sinha topping the list with 14 priority 
marks. At the same time the branch manager pointed out that one B.D.N. Sinha 
had worked on ledger for longer period among the 4 persons and, as such B. D. N. 
Sinha claims to be approved as a permanent teller. In reply to Ext. M.10 the 
Assistant General Manager sent a letter dated 16th May, 1968, Ext. M.ll to the 
branch manager stating that the affected workman, H, N, Sinha did not possess 
2 years experience on ledgers and, as such B.D.N, Sinha may be posted as the 

teller. From other documents brought on record it appears that the affected 

workman started sending representations to the Assistant General Manager con- 
tending that he had the required 2 years experience as ledger keeper and as such 
he was entitled to be selected as the permanent teller and the Assistant Genera] 
Manager wrote to the managers of Gaya branch and Muzaffarpur branch calling 
for their comments on the ledger keeping experience of the affected workman. 
The Assistant General Manager also rUrPom-i the affected workman to furnish 
the required particulars of his having worked on ledgers. The affected workman- 
was also made available all the records for this purpose. After getting suffleien' 
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time the affected workman prepared a note detailing therein his working on 
different kinds cn ledgers, Ext. M.26 and the branch manager, Gaya sent it to the 
Assistant General Manager with his comments that the details of the note are 
correct, under his covering letter dated 11th June, 1969 Ext. M,25. The note, 
Ext. M.26 consists of 4 sheets and as per the note the total number of days work- 
ed by the affected workman on different kinds of ledgers is 786. Shri A. Roy 
Choudhury, the learned representative of the employers contends that the ledger 
keeping experience mentioned in Ext. M,2 means only the period during which 
the affected workman had worked on savings fund and current ledgers and not 
■other ledgers. Firstly, there is no such clarification in Ext. M.2 or in any other 
circular of the employers. Secondly, there is no evidence to support the conten- 
tion. After arguments were heard m part Shri A. Roy Choudhury sought permis- 
sion and examined a witness on 14th June, 1971. The witness is at present 
manager of the bank at Jharia. He says that he has got 11 years experience 
and knows about the teller system in the bank and that 2 years experience 
mentioned in Ext. M.2 means experience in saving fund and current account 
ledgers only. But in the cross examination he has conceded that out of 11 years 
of his service in the bank he has experience of 9 years as offlccr-in-charge and 
for the remaining 2 years as the manager, that there was no teller system in the 
branches of the bank wherein he had worked as the offleer-in-charge and that 
there is not teller system at Jharia branch of the bank wherein he is working 
as the manager for the last 2 years, It emerges that the witness did not work 
at any time in any branch of the bank wherein teller system was in vogue and 
as such his competency to speak about the teller system or his definition of 2 
years experience as ledger keeper mentioned in Ext. M.2 cannot be accepted. 
Consequently, the contention of Shri A, Hoy Choudhury cannot sustain. It is 
over ruled. 

7. It is stated that the affected workman has been promoted as a permanent 
special assistant from 1st July, 1970, a post which carries with it higher allow- 
ance then that of a teller Whatever that might be, as a result of my above dis- 
cussion I find no justification on the part of the management in saying that the 
affected workman did not have 2 years experience as ledger keeper and to deny 
the post of the teller on that ground. Present one is not a case in which more 
than one person were eligible and the management selected one of them It is a 
clear case wherein the management refused to select the effected workman as 
the teller on the sole ground that he did not have 2 years experience as ledger 
keeper and this ground is proved to be incorrect. Hence, the decision in Brooke 
Bond India (P) Ltd. v. their workmen (1963-1-L L, J. 256) has no application. 

8. I. therefore, hold that the action of the management, of Punjab National 
Bank in denying the post of teller at their branch office Gaya to the affected 
workman. Hari Nnrnin Sinha was ro* luslifled and. consequently, he is entitled 
to the allowance of the teller with effect from 16th May, 1968 till the date of 
his appointment or selection On permanent, temporary or officiating basis to a 
post carrying higher allowance or emoluments, after deducting allowances or 
other accounts, if any, already paid to him in addition to his pav ns a clerk. 
The award is made accordingly and submitted under S.15 of the Industrial dis- 
putes Act, 1947.
